Washington, October 3.—America 
has five things to'do immediately, if 
the Eurepean chaos is to be supplant- 
ed by order and prosperity, in the 
opinion of Senator T. H\ Caraway, 
of Arkansas.

New York, October 3.—An  over- 
whelming sentiment favoring Amer- 
ica’s abandonment of ber -policy - of 
isolation from European affairs and 
substitution of a policy which might 
even involve partial cancellation of 
the allied war debt today swept 
through the convention of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association. The 
subject was broached by Thomas W. 
Lamont, associate of J. P. Morgan, 
whose plea in behalf of American 
“unselfishness” turned the conven- 
tion into an uproar ‘as the 10,000 
delegates representing 23,000 banks 
in the United States voiced their ap- 
proval, 

The movement gained momentum 
when Mr. Lamont’s plea was echoed 
by Thomas B. McAdams, president 
of the bankers’ national” organiza- 
tion; Myron T. Herrick, United 
States ambassador to France, and 
other nationally known_ figures. 

Financial Jeaders who  assérted 
that until recently the question of 
debt canecéllation had brought only 
protests from small and large bank- 
ers, expressed surprise at the chang- 
ed attitude evidenced. A year ago, 
they pointed out, 4 similar proposal}. 
was emphatically turned down by the 
association. 

Action Not Likely. 

Formal action on the question of | 
European debts to this government, 
or the formulation of a definite pro- 
gram of new loans and trade con- 
tracts, is not expected of this con- 
vention, however. Leaders declare 
they are satisfied with thé evidence 
that bankers are amenable to Amer- 
ica’s more active -participation in 
foreign financial stabilization and 
will depend on the early development 
of a public opinion which wil] justify 
the administration in making over- 
tures to the foreign nations eoncern- 
ing the possibility of a basis for re- 
adjusted settlement.

ISECOND VICTIM 


IN SCAFFOLD DROP 


T. E. Stitt and Howard 
Estes Go to Death in 
Crash on Georgia. Tech 
Campus. 


, ; 

Two men_were hurled.to their death 
Tuesday when aelifting stage forty 
feet high, being erected on the Georgia 
Tech campus, was blown over by a 
sudden gust of wind. . 

T. E. Stitt, aged 22, was almost in- 
stantly killed, and ‘Howard S. Estes 
died a few hours after being taken 
to the Grady hospital. Both men lived 
at 85 Washington street, and former- 
ly resided in LaGrange. They were 
employed by the Pittman Construc- 
tien company. 

According to the witnesges, the men 
were on the tower adjusting ground 
cables that would anchor the tall 
scaffold. Before they had completed 
their work, men on the ground saw 
the stage bend to a sudden gust of 
wind, and topple over into a nearby 
Reais 

Both men jumped, according to the 
version of several witnesses, falling 
through 4he forty-foot space to the 
ground. 

C. H. Bailey, foreman in charge, 
said that it was his belief that if the 
men had held on to the scaffolding 
they would not have ‘lost their lives. 

Stitt was injored internally, and 
it was said that his back was broken. 
Estes’ skull was fractured. The shaft. 
its ‘fall broken by the tree, was not

VILLAGE 
THREATENED. 

St. Paul, Minn., October 3.—Korest 
fires in the vicinity of the Central 
Lakes district, ‘fanned by a 15-mile 
southéast wind, have entered the 
heavy timber stand and are threat- 
ening the village of Central Lakes, 
according to information received to- 
night in the office of the fire forester. 

Fires. have also broken out in the 
large timber stard south of Onamia 
W. T. Cox, state forester, said he was 
“extremely vtorried” over the situa- 
tion. Although the fire is some dis- 
tance fromthe town limits, *the large 
timber stands borders the community 
and if the fire gains any headway, it 
is hardly likely that a stand could 
be’ made to divert the flames from 
the town.

PAY TAME RFD 
MAINTENANCE MEN 


Chicago, Ill., October 3.—A propos- 
al for a 2-cent-an-hour inerease for 
track and common laborers of the 
maintenance of way union, numbering 
about 300,000, late today was terhpo- 
rarily refused by the railroad labor 
board. Only seven of the nine mem- 
bers have taken part in the discus- 
sions which opened yesterday, Albert 
Phillips, of the labor group, and Sam- 
uel Higgins, of the railroad group, 
were absent. 

The public representatives, Chair- 
man Ben’ W. Hooper, R. M, Barton 
and G. W. W. Hanger, it was au- 
thoritatively reported, spensored the 
rejected increase. It was understood 
that their offer was based on the 


general change in industrial conditions: 


since last March when the evidence 
upon which the last cut of the track 
and common laborers’ wages, amount- 
ing to 5 cents an hour, was presented. 


This decrease became effective July 1. 


Evidence offered the labor board 
at the recent plea for an increase 
made by E. F. Grable, president of 
the union, the public group was un- 
derstood to have held, was that the 
decreases in wages and living condi- 
tions predominated over advances un- 
til June this year. Since then, they 
held, there has been a slight upward 
trend.

Man eliminates a certain amount 
of lime from his system in one way 
and another each day, and in order 
to maintain a nornial reserve of the 
element in the body he must ingest a 
certain minimum quantity of lime in 
one form or another. The ameunt 
of lime required per diem to maintain 
this reserve is estimated by good au- 
thorities as about 15 grains. That 
amount would be obtained in about 
11-2 pints of milk. Many other 
foods contain lime; but net in such 
ample quantities as milk. For in- 
stance, the cereals, the roots and tubers 
and various meats are rather poor in 
lime, and these are the foods on which 
American people, especially in towns, 
chiefiy rely. | 

An expectant. mother, as well as a 

nursing mother, must consume at least 
a quart of fresh milk daily if she 
means to keep herself and her baby 
in the best of health, for there is a 
considerable demand on her lime re- 
nerve for the development of the baby’s 
bones and later for the secretion of 
milk, which is rich in lime. 
_A pint of milk contains as much 
lime as seven oranges, threé egg yolks, 
two ounces of cheese, seven ounces of 
beans, ten ounces of carroty, five 
ounces of oatmeal, or two ounces of 
peanuts, 

Some competent students, of the 
question advocate the addition of lime 
carbonate to the salt in the salt cel- 
lar. for the table and for cooking. 
Equal parts of powdered calcium 
carbonate and salt might well be used 
in this way in households in which 
fresh milk is not freely supplied for 
every person. 

The physiologist Loeb has shown 
that calcium or lime diminishes nerv- 
ous irritability, and clinically we be- 
lieve lime salts produce a sedative ef- 
fect in many health disturbances due 
to hyperthyroidism, which condition 
overstimulates metabolism or the out- 
put of energy. » Much milk, then, is 
zood for nervous people.

WIRED WIRELESS. 

- Various names have been given to a system of radio communication, 
which employs wire circuits used for power transmission or wire telepho- 
ny to conduct the waves to the receiving station. Some of the names 
used for this form of communication are ‘‘guided wave telephony,” “line 
radio telephony,” “wire-radio telephony” and ‘‘wired wireless.” 

Line radio telephony can very easily be established by coupling radio 
transmitters and receivers to each end of a pair of wires instead of the 
antenna systems. The range over which communi¢ation may-.be carried 
on may be greatly increased by using wires to guide the energy to the 
receiving station in this manner, sometimes as much as twenty times. 

It has been demonstrated that the wires used for guiding the radio 
frequency waves may be those regularly emp'oyed for conduct-current 
for other purposeg , and it is not necessary 40 stop the flow of other 
currents in the conductors in order te have them serve as satisfactory 
guides for the radio signals: For example, small radio-telephone sets 
mounted in automobiles have been found to have a greater range when 
transmitting near or under trolley wires which pass near the receiving 
Station than when transmitting from open spaces. Circuits employed 
for lighting purposes have often been employed as antenna systems for 
receiving stations, but if the transmitter were coupled to the other end 
of the lighting system the range could no doubt be greatly increased.

Miss Lola Buchanan, who bas spent 
he past three months in Kurope, writes 
most entertainingly of the ‘Passion 
Play,” her visits to Paris, London, 
Germany, Italy and Switzerland. 

Miss Buchanan has kept a diary 
for every day she has been traveling. 
She is expected to return to Atlanta 
next.week. Her letters follow: 

Sees “Passion Play.” 

“Maximiliansplatz, Munchen—Well, 
I’ve seen the ‘Passion Play,’ and, hon- 
estly, I have never seen such a won- 
dertul or impressive spectacle in all 
my life. Id give most anything if 
you all could have seen it with me, as 
it is really the opportunity of a life- 
time, rl just begin at the begin- 
ning and tell you all I can about it. 

“First of all, let me tell you what 
a quaint place Oberammergau is. It 
ig just a little village, 2,000 popula- 
tion, and, of course, the streets are 
not paved, nor have they any 
sidewalks. The houses are most- 
ly stucco, spotlessly clean, and 
some of them are all decorated with 
painted figures and flowers around 
the. windows and doors. The major- 
ity of the men have long hair, and 
some of them have the prettiest hair 
you most ever saw: and they wear 
the cutest costumes—short, embroid- 
ered leather pants, with little jack- 
ats, and sox with no top or bottom.

Continued severe deterioration of 
the cotton erop during the month. of 
September was indicated in the cot- 


| ton report of the local office of the 


United States bureau of agricultural 
economics, released today by the local 
statistician, Z. R. Pettet. The prin- 
cipal cause of deterioration is the boll 
weevil, which has damaged all of the 
half-grown bolls and many: of the 
grown bolls. 

The drouth has contributed to the 
decline by preventing formation of 
new bolls thus forcing the weevils to 
attack the maturing fruit. Close ex- 
amination descloses about 25 per cent 
of the unopened bolls to be thus in- 
jured. These bolls on casual glance 
appear to be sound. There are prac- 
tically no unopened bolls on the plants 
except in the upper third of the state 
and these-are opening rapidly. The 
crop in the southern two-thirds has 
been gathered very rapidly and = 
pretty well picked out. South of Ma- 
con there is very little cotton in the | 
fields. , In the belt between Macou 
and Atlanta there is much less than 
the usual percentage remaining. The 


upper third of the state was late 
but in that section the cotton promises 
to open almost immediately. and the 
gathering of the crop will be very | 
largely completed by the middle of ' 
‘tober. ar 
Although there bas been a consider- 
able fall in the condition figure, the 
crop still promises to be somewhat 
larger than last season. This. is de- 
pendent upon favorable weather as 
the damaged bolls will be a total loss 
in case a wet spell sets in. At pres- 
ent they are turning out a fair amount 
of lint. It is also possible that suf-

Eastern Parley 
Held in Strange 
And Lonely Spot 


_Mudania, October 3.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)—Never’ was there a 
Stranger setting for a conference 
of world powers than this little vyil- 
lage, on the southern shore of the 
Sea of Marmora. Even the presence 
of the great warships of England, 
France and Italy seemed incongruous 
in the tiny cove belted with rocks 
and mud which is Mudania's harbor, 
for their only neighbors were a few 
scattered fishing boats and nondescript 
barges. 

A few hundred yards from the point 
selected for the anchorage of the great 
Iron Duke lay the gaunt skeletons, 
half submerged, of two Turkish trans- 
ports sunk by British submarines 
during the world war. 

_ Nothing about Mudania is impres- 
sive, save for the bulk of snow-capped 
Mount Olympus, rising majestically 
in the distance. The town is squalid 
and depressing. There is not a single 
building of archjtectural pretensions ; 
the houses are Of mud, shaped like 
huge beetles and the stores thrust 
their latticed windows into the nar- 
row, crooked streets. 

There is no sound of railway or 
motor truck to disturb and no evi- 
dence of modern life, save two tele- 
phone wires which run into the of- 
fices of the police chief and the may- 
or. There is no restaurant, no post- 
office, no busy markets—no evidence 
of the modern world of business ex- 
cept the unpretentions office of the 
Standard Oil company. 

The two has been of little import- 
ance, either to business or politics, 
since the days long since past when 
it was the port of entry for Brusa 
in the period when that city was the 
capital of the Turkish empire. Once 
however, about a year ago, it flashed 
into prominence when the now de- 
posed King Constantine. of Greece 
made his triumphal entry into Asia 
Minor in the vain dream that this 
was to be the beginning of the re- 
establisment of the Greek empire. 
Such was the setting today of the con- 
ference to which the military repre- 
sentatives of the allied powers hurried 
across seventy miles of water from 
Constantinople. ee 

Every effort was made to maintain 
complete secrecy and privacy for the 
conference and the bay was effectively 
barricaded as though the surface of 
the Sea of Marmora were marked out 
with barbed wire entanglements.

In World Policy 


New York, October 3.—A picture of 
America, recovering from the “rude 
buffets and deep wounds of 1917 to 
1921,” and ‘with characteristic cour- 
uge, binding up her bruises, and slowly 
moving forward to new. goals,” was 
drawn today by Thomas A. Lamont, 
associate of. J. P. Morgan, in an ad- 
dress before 10,000 delegates at the 
convention of the American Bankers’ 
association. 

“But we have not yet cause for un- 
founded confidence,” he cautioned the 
bankers... “We must not forget that, 
before the race is won, we stil] have to 
some high hurdles to jump.” 

These bars in me gy to full pros- 
perity, he enumerated : 

“1—Low prices prevailing for farm 
products; 2—labor strikes ; 3—the sol- 


and the foreign situation, with respect 
to reparations, allied loans and inter- 
national trade.” 

Is Debt Really Due? 


Discussing reparations and the inter- 
allied debt, Mr. Lamont raised two 
questions: “Do our former allies real- 
ly owe us all the debt? And are we 
doing oupv fiull share to solve the 
tragic questions that are weighing up- 


“(me thing is certain,” he declared, 
“if some one on April 4, 1917, had 
been able to give us our choice as to 
whether we should rather give tive 
billion dollars or lives of several hun- 
dred thousands of our sons, tiere 
would hgve been no _ hesitation as 
to our choice. 

“Fate, however, determined that 
choice; it determined that Great Brit- 
nin and Farnce should give up the 
lives during the first year and ‘hat 
we should furnish, not our blood but 
money; taking, however, in place of 
it the promises to pay of our allies. 

Is It Wise? 

“No other policy could have been 
followed at that time, I grant you, 
but now that the war is behind us 
and we can take a long look back is’ 
it wise for us, is it just, is it gene- 
rous to make so much composition of 
this matter? 

“I shan't attempt to argue the 
point of lower prices,” continued ‘he 
financier. “But I never knew a 
country to go broke because of its 
abundant erop. So, even though our 
farmers suffer disappointment, I think 
the low price-hurdle the easiest ope 
to jump. 

“Tabor strikes rise as one of the 
moat s@rious obstructions to prosper- 
ity,” Mr. Lamont declared, “even 
though the worst seems to be over.” 
He asked his audinece to “remember 
that in this country there are still 
traces of arrogance among employers, 
as there are manifest signs of arrog- 
ance in Jabor,” 

Doubts Tariff. 


President Harding’s veto of the 
bonus bill, with its threat to tax bil- 
lions more out of the American peo- 
ple and distribute it in such a way 
as probably no one would receive real 
benefits temporarily, leaped that hur- 
dle and created such a feeling of re- 
lief, said Mr. Lamont. 

Of the tariff he said: “We shall be 
fortunate indeed if we do not find 
that in practice it protects a lot of 
industries that do not require pro- 
tection, and cuts off from our farm-

Fiven with the sick man of Europe, 
the Turk, suddenly alive and kick- 
ing the Greeks all around the lot;

Mr. Lamont, to say that Europe has 
“gone all to pot.” Invisible forces 


are saving Europe, he added, adding, 
“nolitically Europe may be in the 
doldrums or worse; but economically 
I, for one, believe she is on the mend.” 
Reparations. 

Reparations, said Mr. Lamont, has 
now reached a stage in the public 
opinion of both America and Eu- 
rope, secondary to inter-allied indebt- 
edness because, he declared, it is gen- 
erally recognized that Germany “can- 
not or will not ever pay anything 
like the reparations total fixed in the 
Versailles treaty.” 

“Now let us, as practical men, de- 
termine what, if any, of these debts 
(allied debts to America) are in any 
event uncollectible and so should be 
written off, in order to quit fooling 
ourselves,” he suggested to the bapk- 
ers. 

“Let us decide what others of these 
debtors are good in part, but must 
be given ample time to pay; emphati- 
cally, let us figure whether the pay- 
ment of these debts—which inevitably 
must mean a great increase in our 
import and a heavy decrease in vur 
export—is going to prove an asset or 
a liability for American business 
men.” 

“Finally,” he concluded, “do. not 
forget that, as the nations of Eu- 
rope face great dangers, America, too, 
is facing a crisis, though of a différ- 
ent order. We have gained great_pow- 
er and with the power goes responsi- 
bility. 

Parting of Ways. 

“Have we discharged it? For the 
period of the world war, my answer 
is yes, a thousand fold yes. Yor the 
period since the armistice, can any 
one of us search his heart and an- 
swer, yes? We have, it is true, offer- 
ed criticism to the nations of Eu- 
rope. We have shouted advice acrovs 
to them. But we have been timid 
and fearful of petty entanglements. 
Now we have, it would seem, come 
to the parting of the ways. 

“Shall we meet the responsibility 
that has come with our power—or 
shall we fail? Shall you and I give 
our minds, our understanding and our 
sympathy to these problems, or shal! 
we stand aside and add to our ha 
tional stock of gold? Shall we urg: 
on our national government. active 
co-operation in the counsels of the 
mother country and of the old world” 
Or shall we keep silent?”
